is not entertanied, that a woman can attend to 
both the affairs of the state and the duties of 
her household. iNone but a silly or an ex- 
ceedingly ignorant mind could harbor such. 
Our limited space presents entering more 
in detail, and perhaps as much has been *aid

Dear Sir, — I received a copy of a petition not 
long sinro, which had been sent to the LfgidntiYC 
Assembly, by the Municipal Council o| the United 
Counties of Leeds ono* Crt'imllr, praying fur the 
repeal of tho School Act »r> far as those counties arc 
couccroed ; and to authorize them to pass such By- 
Laws, from time to time, for till distribution of 
School Grants and for llie belter conducting; of com- 
mon schools, as th*y may deem advisable. They 
complain that the present Act is too complicated ; 
nnd Unit its working cause much unneccis.iry ex- 
pense (o the country. And also contend that Ihcy 
could superintend their own schools cheaper ami 
more efficiently, thin can bo dono by Mr. Hycrvin 
and his ofiiccrs at Toronto, 

Xow, tl r, 1 am convinced that more than |vo- 
thirds of the countict in Upper Canada, would fend 
in a like petition, it tho subjert was agitated ; for 
there is a continual murmuring in almost every 
school acctioi against the present school act ; and 
this murmuring will shortly increase into open end 
expressed dissatisfaction. The people of each couo- 
lv feet perfectly capable of nuQSgihi; thtir own af- 
fairs, (fit least, to far as schools are concerned.) and 
they will not feel disposed much longer, to pay 
high salaries to others for doing it. Evidence, of 
this is furtrffihed by the indignaot manner iu which 
the people rc-sente-t the osuseatiog do«c, compound- 
ed and prepared by Rev. Dr. Ryerson, and reeled 
out by the Council of Public Instruction, in the 
shape of Forma of Praynr. This alep was rather 
too much at variance with the preconcerted opin- 
ions of a large majority of the Dr/s pslienls, and 
the d'iso was therefore rejected by all the true loveis 
of dril and religious liberty. A large number of 
teachers have also declared that they wiU.glve up 
their profession! before they will comply with a 
rule so arbitrary and to decidedly pernicious in its 
effects.
